demolition of more than one hundred 
houses. 
Many people were hurt, but 


there were no instant 
fataJlties. At 


Camp Point twenty or more houses 
are in ruins. Four mills were unroof- 
ed and the electric light plant is in 
ruins. Henry Jacobs' home was among 
those destroyed. Jacobs 
was taken 


out of the ruins a 
complete 
wreck 


from nervous prostration and may die. 
Robert Trihue was burled in the ruins 
of his home and may die.

The servant girl question discussed 


in the Herald last Sunday from the 
standpoint of the housekeeper, attract- 
ed vvide attention in this city, 
both 


among the employers and the employes. 
One of the housekeepers suggested to 
ilia Herald that the opinions of some of 
the girls be gathered and printed in or- 
der that their side of the case might 
be heard. 


They have numerous causes for com- 


p'aint. 
In seeking interviews with 


them the Herald reporters sought out 
the better class of girls. 
It is a fact 


recognized by both the girls who work 
for a living and by the women who em- 
ploy girls that there is a class of shift- 
less creatures who are not really worth 
heir board. 
There is another class 


hat are recognized by housekeepers as 
good girls," that Is those who are ex- 
erienced and willing to work and who 
o not make unreasonable demands. It 
vas among this class that interviews 
vere sought. 


There are two sides to every ques- 


lon, of course, and that the servant 
ills have, in many instances, just 
ause tor complaint, can not be denied.

The 
principal cause, however, is the lack 
of consideration shown them in the 
matter of rooms and meals, places be- 
ng cited where the girls are deprived 
of the same fare prepared for the fam- 
ly and are 
served with food In the 


most niggardly marrner. 
An instance 


that came under observation recently 
.erves to show the estimate placed up- 
on working girls by some housekeep- 
ers*. One of the latter was showing her 
home to a family about to lease the 
place for a term of years, and coming 


a little room located oft'tho kitchen, 


she said: "Here Is where my white nig- 
gers sleep." 
It is small wonder that 


this woman could never keep a girl. 


The first interview printed was with 


a girl employed in a well known family 
anfl shows that she not only keeps her- 
self posted but that she is observing 
and forms her own opinions on ques- 
tions affecting the community. The 
length of time that she has worked in 
one family may be an exceptional case, 
but it shows that considerate treatment 
is not wasted even on a servant girl. 
While many of the girls are unreason- 


able It ia equally true that some of the 
housekeepers have the same fault. 


Said ono of the girls who has been 


thirteen years in 
her present place: 


"The article in last Sunday's Herald 
stated that in spite of increased wages 
and comforts some of the best families 
in the city were unable to keep a girl 
for any time. Now I have been here 
thirteen years and I could give you & 
list of probably twenty girls who have 
been with families over ten years. In 
the family of a gentleman now living 
in Riverside their present girl has been 
with them twenty-live years. 
A lady 


who moved recently to the northwest 
part of the city has had the same girl 
for over thirty years. The families of 
one of the leading harness dealers, an 
ex-mayor of the city, a large dry goods 
dealer, the cashier of a leading bank, 
and one of our foremost lawyers have 
all had the same girl in the family for 
periods over five years and averaging 
ten or twelve. 


"I was quoting 
from your article 


when I said that people make better 
provision for the comfort of their girls. 
I don't believe as a rule that they do. 
The women uho always did provide a 
good loom well heated and lighted, for 
the girls of course still do that but 
the other women who think that the 
girl ought to be at work all the time 
and that her room is only to sleep in 
anyhow haven't changed much. 


"One lady In your article said that 


as soon as she had a girl trained she 
would go and get married and leave 
her. 
I never saw the time that a 


girl left a good place to be married 
that there weren't a half dozen girls 
in line waiting for a chance to get it. 


"I admit that wages ara higher now 


than ever before in Decatur, but the 
greatest trouble In most families is 
that too much is asked of tha girl. In 
many places the people try to keep up 
the appearance of having a second girl 
and when the doorbell rings the girl has 
to drop whatever she is doing, put on 
a white apron and answer the ring. 


"Girls here now get from $tf to $4 and 


$5 besides their living, but I do not 
think that ordinarily much attention 
is paid tq their comfort. 


"I am talking of the good girls. 
A 


competent girl who finds herself in a 
place which presents many discomforts 
or inconveniences or any other objec- 
tionable features will make UP her 
mind to put up with them for a time, 
but she will be on the lookout for some- 
thing better and when she finds it no 
one can blame her if she leaves. Some- 


times a girl might J«ave to leave with 
but little notice given but usually I 
think that she would notify the family 
some time before she left. Under those 
Iroumstances I have known women in 
this town to dismiss her Immediately, 
saving the girl to find a home for 
lerself during the week or more which 
she had possibly expected to spend at 
ler first place. 


"Families where there are children 


are undesirable even where the children 
are ordinarily good and 
where the 


mother prevents them from annoying 
the girl. Some girls are fond of chil- 
dren, but I can not say that I am. They 
make more washing, both of clothes 
and dishes and one child can make as 
much dirt and disorder as two grown 
persons. 
Then mothers have a ten- 


dency to impose upon the girl in the 
way of asking her to take care of the 
children during the evening while she 
goes out. 
Occasionally no girl would 


object and most girls spend the major- 
ity of their evenings at the house where 
they work; but there is a difference be- 
tween spending the evening working 
for yourself or reading and in amusing 
a couple of children. 
I notice the 


mothers usually regard It as work. 


"Another thing that comes up is the 


fact that although the girl Is employed 
to do certain work and many women 
commenting say that they wish that 
they had as little to occupy their time, 
these same women are unwilling to al- 
ow the girl to have any or all of her 
afternoons and evenings for herself af- 
ter her wort is done. 
The Idea of 


having only one afternoon Is really ri- 
diculous. These are the women I re- 
ferred to who want one girl to do the 
work of two. 


"Aside from the girl's room which" as 


I have said ought to be warm (some 
are not even that except in summer) 
and light, in the families where the 
girls stay longest the girl has the use 
of a comfortable dining room where she 
aan sit or receive her company in the 
evening. 
A girl who has not a home 


in the city to which she can aak her 
friends, greatly appreciates this, privi- 
lege. 


ter in a store rather than woik in a 
comfortable kitchen for the same wages 
and with her board and room beside? 


"I have often thought of just that. I 


have a comfortable home, and time to 
do all my sewing. 
I have my own ma- 


chine in my room, which, by the way, 
is big enough to get around In without 
stepping onto the bed. These girls who 
work in a store have to hire all their 
sewing done and If they should be sick
